Offer for Americommercial 
Stock Made 


Deal Would Give Corporation 
$525,000,000 Assets 


Motives Back of Asserted 
Move Mystify 


“(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—A 
Plan whereby stockholders of 
Americommercial Corporation, an 
A. P. Giannini banking institution, 
would be offered one share of Bank 
of Italy stock for each two and a 
quarter, shares of Americommercial 
stock is understood to have been 
discussed and approved by direc- 
tors of the two companies, accord- 


The significance of the move, the 
latest in the expansion program of 
the three Giannini institutions, 
namely, the Bank of Italy, the 
Bancitaly Corporation and Ameri- 
commercial Corporation, mystified 
persons in close touch with the 
trio of corporations. 

It was intimated that this might 
be the forerunner of a merger of 
the two institutions that would in- 
crease the combined assets of the 
Bank of Italy to almost $625,000,- 
000. The exchange of etock of ohe 
corporation for another is gener- 
ally indicative of such a step. , 

The Bank of America, Commer- 
cial National and the Liberty Bank 
of San Fraricisco, each having a 
large group of branches, completed 
a merger, subject to the approval 
of the State Bank Superintend- 
ent, late in 1925, but to date the 
merger has not been approved. 
Thie merger, at this time, involved 
banks with resources of almost 
$100,000,000. 

The Bank of Italy likewise has

BRAHMS SYMPHONY 
INSPIRES OVATION

The last symphony pair of the 
season opened yesterday afternoon 
with a masterful reading of the 
immortal Brahms Symphony Noe. 
1 by Walter Menry Rothwell. 
With an augmented orchestra made 
possible by the necessary additions 
for the Scriabine “Poeme” which 
followed, the Brahms was given 
a monumental! performance by this 
virtuoso orchestra, the Philhar- 
monic. 

The richness and beauty of tone 
which enhanced the reverential and 
inspired conducting of Mr. Roth- 
well was created by a noble con- 
secration to Brahms apparent in 
the playing of every member of the 
orchestra. 

Phrasing wes in exquisite taste 
and climaxes were bullt up to an 
astounding point. Strings and 
wood-winds vied with each other 
in beautiful and impressive effects 
and the variations of tone-volume, 
both decreasing as well as increas- 
ing, were revelations of the power 
and control of this orchestra. The 
triumphant beauty of the sym- 
phony was a fitting climax to this 
season of the finest artistic achieve- 
ment which the Les Angeles Phil- 
harmonic has experienced. 

The familiar themes from 
Gluck’s “Orpheus and Euridyce” 
were a pleasing interlude after the 
Brahms and before the bewtldering 
“Poeme de | Extase.” 

Andre Maquarre, flutist, played 
the air, which is often used as a 
violin solo, with the simplicity of 
fine artistry, and the balance of the 
orchestra contributed a unity of 
background that made the num- 
ber one of rare loveliness.
